LAND SURVEYORS SECTION MEETING

MINUTES

The Land Surveyors Section of the Virgima Board for Architects, Professional Engineers,
Land Surveyors, Certified Interior Designers and Landscape Architects (APELSCIDLA Board)
met on May 6, 2003, at the Department of Professional and Occupational Regulation, 3600
West Broad Street, Richmond, Virginia, with the following members present

Mr Allen, Chair, called the meeting to order at 9 00 a m Call to Order
Mr Elkin moved to approve the agenda as amended Mr McAden Approval of
seconded the motion which was unammously approved by members Agenda

Allen, Elkin, and McAden

Mr Elkin moved to approve the minutes from the February 11, 2003, Approval of Minutes
Section meeting as written Mr, McAden seconded the motion which was
unanimously approved by members Allen, Elkin, and McAden

Donald Little, representative of the Virgima Department of Transportation, Public Comment
spoke to the Board regarding the process of licensing land surveyors within  Period
VDOT Pursuant to 54 1-402 1 of the Code of Virginia, employees of

VDOT (or any other state agency or political subdivision) who are

practicing land surveying must be licensed by June 30, 2010 Mr Little

stated that VDOT has 1dentified 58 positions that need to be occupied by

licensed land surveyors Of the 58, 10 of these positions are currently

occupied by licensed land surveyors Additionally, approximately 20 of the

40-plus individuals that are in positions that will need to be licensed will be

at retirement age by 2010 Mr Little discussed the possibility of hiring

out-of-state land surveyors, however, there may be a problem i that §
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54 1-401 of the Code of Virgima allows professional engineers, architects,
and certified landscape architects to practice while their application for
licensure 18 pending, provided certain requirements are met, but not land
surveyors Mr Little asked if the Board would consider pursuing
legislation to amend that section of the Code to include land surveyors As
part of this change, Mr Lattle suggested that the Board permuit the state
specific portion of the examination to be administered on-line or as & take
home examination 1n order to expedite a comity application. As the
examination 1s currently offered, someone applying for comity cannot get
licensed until after the next administration of the examination, which 1s
only given twice a year

The Section members were provided with information from the Fairfax
County Public Schools Office of Adult and Community Education
regarding 1ts Land Surveyors Apprenticeship program Previously, the
Section members requested that Board staff contact the Fairfax County
Public Schools Office of Adult and Community Education to verify that
they contmue to meet the Board’s requirements for approval as an
apprenticeship program The documentation provided indicates that the
program does include 480 hours of surveyng related classroom 1nstruction
as required by the Board's regulations  After review, the Section members
asked staff to correspond with the Apprenticeship Coordinator of this
program to determine whether or not there 15 a work experience element to
this program

As part of this discussion, the Section members requested that staff request
an update regarding the NSPS/ACSM surveyor apprenticeship program
from the program's provider

The Section members reviewed correspondence from the Idaho Board of
Professional Engineers and Professional Land Surveyors regarding thewr
opposition to a proposed National Council of Examiners for Engineering
and Surveying (NCEES) Bylaw amendment The proposal by NCEES
would result 1n the elimination of the Education Assessment and
Qualification Commuttee as a standing commuttee of the NCEES The
Section members took the information under advisement and no action was
taken

The Sectron members were provided with the NCEES Zone Update for
informational purposes

The Section members were provided with information regarding candidates
for various NCEES offices that will be elected at the NCEES Annual
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meeting to he held in August 1n Balimore, Maryland

The Section members were provided with information from NCEES
regarding questionnaires that will be distributed as part of a land surveying
Professional Activities and Knowledge Survey (PAKS) The questionnaire
asks recipients to rate the importance of statements describing tasks and
knowledge required of a newly licensed land surveyor A special NCEES
commuttee will use the survey results to develop new specifications for the
content of the Fundamentals and the Principles and Practice of Land
Surveying examinations As a member of the PAKS commuttee, Mr Allen
explamed the work of the commuttee and the purpose of the questionnaire

Mr Allen provided a report from the NCEES Northeast Zone meeting that
was held April 4-5 1n Orlando, Florida Mr Allen discussed several
resolutions that will be considered at the NCEES Annual meeting as well as
the Colonial States Boards of Land Surveyor Registration meeting that was
held 1n conjunction with the NCEES Northeast Zone meeting

The Section members were previously provided with updated review sheets
for use 1n reviewing land surveyor and land surveyor-in-training
applications The Section members reviewed the information and made
several changes

The Section members discussed an 1ssue that has arisen regarding
applicants who are unable to contact their previous supervisor 1n order to
verify a particular period of experience, or for individuals who have been
self-employed for many years For the latter situation, the Section
members stated that the applicant would need to submut proof that he has
been operating his own firm, or proof that he was performing surveying
duties from his supervisor if the applicant was not operating the firm, along
with verification of his experience from another licensed land surveyor on
the Board’s forms with a letter of explanation for the time period in
question

The Section meeting recessed for a break from 1035am to 1043 am

The Section members resumed their discussion regarding applicants who
are unable to contact their previous supervisor, after legitimate attempts, n
order to verify a particular period of experience The Section members
agreed that applicants 1n this situation would need to submit verification
from someone else within the firm of the employment and/or verify that the
person the applicant 15 identifying as his supervisor was licensed during the
time period 1n question Additionally, the apphcant should submit a letter
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of venification and explanation from another land surveyor who has
knowledge of his experience during the time period i question
Additionally, Board staff would need to verify that the person listed as the
supervisor during the specified time period was licensed during that time
period

At the last Section meeting, the Section members requested that staff Review Land

compile data regarding disciplinary actions within the last ten years based Surveyors Disciplinary
on the regulants’ level of education at the time they were licensed After Data

reviewing this information and the statistical data regarding the

examimations, the Section members agreed to continue studying this 1ssue in

the future

The Section meeting recessed for lunch from 12 10 pm to 1234 p m Lunch

The Section members reviewed the draft regulations prepared by the Review Draft
Regulatory Review Commuttee After reviewing the draft regulations Regulations Prepared

document 1 1ts entirety, Mr Courtney indicated that at the APELSCIDLA by Regulatory Review
Board meeting scheduled for June 5, 2003, the Board will decide whether ~ Committee
or not to begin the regulatory review process

Mr McAden moved to select Mr Allen to serve as Chair of the Land Other Business
Surveyors Section for the term beginming July 1, 2003, and ending June 30,

2004 Mr Elkin seconded the motion which was unamimously approved by

members Allen, Elkin, and McAden

Mr Courtney 1ndicated that there may be a conflict with the meeting date
of the next scheduled Land Surveyors Section meeting The date of the
next meeting, August 12, 2003, 1s a travel day for the NCEES Annual
Meeting After discussion, the Section members agreed by consensus to
change their next meeting date to August 6, 2003

As discussed at the last Section meeting, Mr Courtney provided the Section
members with an amended copy of the “pass letter” that 1s distributed to
apphcants who pass the Fundamentals of Land Surveying examination

Mr Courtney discussed funding for travel in Fiscal Year 2003/2004 Mr
Courtney stated that at this time travel funding 1s still litmited, however, a
member of the Land Surveyors Section, 1f funding 15 not available 1
2003/2004 fiscal year, may still be able to attend the NCEES Annual
Meeting with minimal out-of-pocket expenses 1f they wish to split the
reimbursement from NCEES for one member to attend Mr Allen
indicated that he would be willing to share the reimbursement and costs
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. should a member of the Professional Engineers Section wish to attend.

Mr Courtney stated that in the future all Section meeting minutes will be
reviewed and adopted by the Board, as the Sections are essentially a
commuttee of the Board and committee meeting minutes are adopted by the
Board

Mr Allen apprised the Section members that Dr  Paul Kauffmann 1s
leaving his position as Department Chair for the Department of Engineering
Technology at Old Domumon University With the recent departure of
Joseph Betit who oversaw the land surveyor program at Old Domunion
University, the Section members expressed concern with the staff shortage
at ODU The Section members requested that staff correspond with ODU
to invite Dr Kauffmann to attend the next Section meeting to discuss the
status of the land surveying and engineering technology programs at ODU

Mr Courtney updated the Section members as to the status of the current
1ssue of the Dimensions newsletter
